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‘School could not be slightly revised in order to relieve over- 
crowding during the first year of the new plant’s operation. 
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By MAYOR CHAS. P. BURGESS 


The city manager has submitted 
to the council a statement of reve- 
nues and expenditures of the city 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1951. These figures are subject to 
revision when the annual audit is 
made by a public accounting firm, 
but based upon past experience such 
changes will be minor. 

These figures are exclusive of 
bond interest and redemption and 
gascline tax projects. 

Our revenues were originally esti- 
mated at $214,850, then at midyear 
the estimate was increased to $229,- 
790, based upon revenues received to 
that time. 

The final figure was $261,431, or 
22% more than the original bud- 
get. Why did this large excess oc- 
cur? 

Our budget is determined by cal- 
culating the proposed expenditures, 
deducting the estimated revenues 
other than property taxes, and then 
applying a tax rate which will pro- 
duce the required difference to the 
assessed valuation for the year. 

In each of the last three years, 
this procedure has resulted in a de- 
creasing tax rate. Our property tax 
levy in 1959-51 returned us $87,715 
against a budget estimate of $88,000, 
sc our revenue increase came in an 


OUR HIGH SCHOOL TAXES 


A week from tomorrow the voters of the Sequoia Union 
High School District will decide whether to increase the tax 
rate for their secondary schools from $1 to $1.50 per $100 
of assessed valuation. 

The need for more money is evident from discussion of the 
school budget for the coming year. Budgeted expenditures 
run $107,875 higher than estimated revenues. More income 
must be found somewhere. 

The trustees themselves, however, estimate that the pro- 
posed tax increase will bring in an additional sum of $400,000 
to $450,000. 

One might be tempted to ask: Why ask the voters egl four 
times as much as is necessary at this time? 

The trustees say the money would be distributed as 
follows: $107,875 to balance the year’s operating budget; 
$200,000 for capita! outlay; the balance ($92,000 to 
$142,000) to undistributed reserve. 

The ‘‘capital outlay’’ sum would be used, they Zay, to pur- 
chase the site for a fourth high school—they are not saying 
where.

Building permit fees made up 
our principal excess. We had no 
way of knowing when the building 
boem weuld ease off, and so our 
estimate was 48% under the $23,- 
295 taken in the previous fiscal 
year, the all-time high till then. 

Around half of our business li- 
censes are contractors’ licenses, like- 
wise subject to severe shrinkage if 
building eases off. So our estimate 
here was 12% less than 1949-50’s 
$29,426. 
NEXT YEAR? 

Will next year’s revenue exceed 
the estimates by a substantial mar- 
gin? The State Controller’s estimate 
of our motor vehicle license fees is 
$50,052 for the coming year, based 
upen our increases in population in 
the 1950 census. (The tax is appor- 
tioned according to city populations. 
The delay in the 1950 census becom- 
ing official was expensive to Menlo 
Park year. 

However, we know that automo- 
bile preduction is being cut back 
sharply, so we are not likely to ex- 
ceed this estimate. 

We have allowed $28,009 this 
year for business license fees and 
and $16,800 for building permit 
fees, against actual collection of 
$33,599 and $29,590, respectively, 
last year. 


No action was taken by the board. In effect the parents 
were told: ‘Don’t be silly; 1019 students will not crowd a 
school built for 800.‘ And that was that. 

We wonder at the political wisdom of slamming the 
door in a voter's face oniy to lean out the window and 
; ask him to approve a tax increase for more than he may 
‘ think necessary. 
‘The Recorder feels that certainly the district needs more 
money to operate our schools properly. 

But we also feel that chances of getting the tax measure 
approved, especially by voters in the southern end of the dis- 
trict, would be greatly improved if the board of trustees would 
indicate their sincerity by seriously studying the matter of the 
Menlo-Atherton attendance line. 

If they take up this matter at their meeting tomorrow night, 
we think they will stand a much better chance of winning 
their tax proposal a week from tomcrrow.
